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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural 
District  Council, 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  i960,  prepared 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 

Points  of  note  in  the  vital  statistical  figures  is  the 
estimated  increase  in  the  mid-year  population  - by  some  920 
persons  - with  the  standardized  birth  rate  a little  less 
than  in  1959  and  the  death  rate  a little  higher,  although 
both  are  below  the  national  rates.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  of  21.7  appears  to  be  the  same  as  the  national  rate. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  particularly  low 
mainly  on  account  of  the  absence  of  cases  of  measles.  No 
case  of  diphtheria  nor  of  poliomyelitis  was  reported. 

It  is  appropriate  to  make  mention  of  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  Maslin,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  which  took  place 
in  October,  i960.  He  served  the  Council  and  district  for 
the  long  period  of  34  years  and  in  that  time  had  seen  many 
changes.  I was  fortunate  in  having  the  benefit  of  his 
knowledge  and  experiene  of  the  district  for  the  year  before 
he  retired. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  help, 
to  Mr.  Broadhurst,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  to  Mr.  Maslin  and 
his  successor  Mr.  Davies,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  ready 
assistance  enabling  me  to  carry  out  my  duties.

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NOTIFIABLE  A3S»D  infectious  DISEASES . 


General . 

In  England  and  Wales  in  i960  the  number  of  cases  of  polio- 
myelitis and  diphtheria  was  the  lowest  for  a number  of  years; 
deaths  too  from  influenza  were  particularly  low.  On  the 
other  hand  whooping  cough  cases  were  well  up  compared  with 
the  two  previous  years  and  dysentery  notifications  showed  a 
considerable  increase. 

In  Hartley  Wintney  district  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  were  at  a low  ebb,  only  80  cases  being  notified 
compared  with  613  in  1959.

Two  short  limited  outbreaks  of  sonne  dysentery  came  to 
notice  - 13  cases  occurred  amongst  boys  in  the  junior  boarding 
house  at  a private  school  on  25th  and  26th  June,  I960;  none 
of  the  house  staff  was  found  to  be  affected,  but  two  members 
of  the  staff  of  another  house  were  found  to  be  carriers. 


At  Eversley  16  notifications  were  received  between  25th 
July  and  11th  August,  i960,  most  being  school  children  aged 
5 - 10  years,  suggesting  that  the  infection  may  have  spread 
to  some  extent  within  the  school  just  before  the  start  of  the 
summer  holidays. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Four  cases  of  food  poisoning  was  notified;  all  being 
sporadic  cases,  the  causal  agent  being  different  in  each  case  - 
salmonella  reading,  salmonella  bovis  morbificans,  salmonella 
typhi-murium,  staph/ lococus . In  none  of  the  cases  was  the 
source  of  infection,  nor  the  mode  of  transmission  traced.  No 
domestic  animals  wore  found  to  be  infected,  samples  being 
obtained  from  a dog,  pigs  and  chickens. 
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One  case  of  Paratyphoid  B fever  was  notified  in  August 
in  a young  man  aged  19  years  - the  salmonella  isolated  "being 
a new  phage  type  designated  ’Battersea’ • The  origin  of 
infection  was  untraeeahle . His  younger  "brother  was  found  to 
"be  a symptomless  excreter  "but  their  parents  and  other  contacts 
v/ere  not  found  to  "be  infected. 


Tuberculosis . 

Pour  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  ten  cases  in  1959.

Immuni s at i on  and  Vaccination  Procedures • 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  and  of  their  vaccination  against  poliomye- 
litis and  smallpox  continued  to  be  a major  concern  of  the 
Health  Department.  For  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  a triple  antigen  is  in  use,  the  most 
recent  prophylactic  being  a concentrated  preparation  of  which 
the  required  dose  is  contained  in  one  half  of  the  volume  of 
previous  antigens,  making  administration  to  small  babies  an 
easier  procedure. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  continuing  need  for  a reinforcing  dose  of  diphtheria 
antigen  at  school  entry  age  has  "been  shown  hy  the  increase  in 
cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  country  in  the  past  two  years, 
mainly  in  localised  outbreaks  in  certain  London  Boroughs, 
confined  for  the  most  part  to  children  attending  infant  and 
jinior  schools.  In  this  district  the  parents  of  children 
attending  County  infant  and  jinior  schools  were  given  the 
opportunity  of  having  their  children  protected  against 
diphtheria.  During  the  year  some  683  reinforcing  doses  were 
given.  As  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  written  "It  cannot  he  emphasized  too  often  that 
immunity  should  not  he  allowed  to  wane  and  that  a reinforcing 
dose  at  or  before  school  entry  is  of  great  importance."

Vaccination  of  the  eligible  age  groups  in  the  community  was 
continued  throughout  the  year.  In  February,  i960,  the  age  limit 
was  raised  to  40  years  but  only  a relatively  small  proportion  of 
the  population  concerned  took  advantage  of  the  protection 
offered. 


As  in  the  previous  year  vaccination  was  offered  at  Doctors 
surgeries  and  child  welfare  centres.

In  the  country  as  a whole  there  was  an  outstanding  decline 
in  the  number  of  poliomyelitis  cases  in  I960;  only  516  cases 
with  14  deaths  being  recorded  compared  with  2,715  cases  and  147 
deaths  in  1956  and  7*760  cases  and  755  deaths  in  1950;  interest- 
ingly enough  1950  was  also  a cold  wet  summer.  It  is  considered 
that  much  of  this  improvement  can  be  attributed  to  the  polio 
vaccination  campaign. 

Although  there  is  now  no  doubt  that  Salk  vaccine  affords 
considerable  protection  to  the  individual  this  does  not  mean 
that  the  disease  is  on  the  way  out.  In  this  connection 
experience  in  some  other  countries  may  be  of  interest.  In  1959 
Canada,  where  polio  vaccination  was  started  in  1955*  had  one  of 
the  highest  paralytic  poliomyelitis  incidence  rates  ever 
recorded  in  that  country.  There  were  1,870  cases  (the  youngest 
being  7 weeks  old  and  the  eldest  72  years),  giving  an  attack 
rate  of  10.7  per  100,000  with  178  deaths;  at  the  same  time  it 
was  estimated  that  45  per  cent  of  the  population  up  to  the  age 
of  40  had  been  fully  vaccinated.  However  72  per  cent  of  tho 
paralytic  cases  were  unvaccinated  and  11  per  cent  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  those  triply  vaccinated.  It  was  estimated  that  the 
effectiveness  of  3 or  more  doses  of  vaccine  for  all  ages  0 to  39 
years  was  95  per  cent.  Again,  in  the  United  States  by  the  45th 
week  of  1959  there  had  been  5,150  paralytic  poliomyelitis  cases 
as  against  3,113  in  1958  and  2,164  in  1957*  However  a study  of 
th<-  age  grouping  of  cases  and  the  extent  to  which  they  had  been 
immunised  showed  that  vaccine  was  effective  up  to  90  per  cent. 
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In  Mauritius  ‘between  June  and  September,  1959?  there  was 
a poliomyelitis  epidemic  with  97  paralytic  cases,  giving  an 
attach  rate  of  15.6  per  100,000  of  the  population.  75  per 
cent  of  the  cases  were  under  3 years  of  ago  and  the  incidence 
in  children  aged  1 to  7 years  who  had  received  3 injections 
of  Salk  vaccine  was  2.3  per  100,000  whilst  in  those  not 
vaccinated  it  was  279.1  per  100,000. 

The  experience  in  these  countries  does  show  that  there 
is  a high  degree  of  individual  protection  but  only  universal 
vaccination  will  prevent  outbreaks. 


Vacci 


The  state  of  primary  infant  vaccination  in  the  district 
is  extremely  good,  a total  of  362  babies  under  12  months  of 
age  being  vaccinated.  There  were  415  live  births  curing  the 
year  so  that  the  equivalent  of  87.2%  of  the  children  born 
were  vaccinated.  This  figure  may  be  compared  with  that  of 
66%  for  the  County  of  Hampshire  and  with  a rate  of  45%  for 
England  and  7/ales  for  the  year  1959.

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For  record  purposes  mention  should  he  made  of  the  following 
legislation  of  interest  to  the  Health  Department  which  became 
effective  during  the  year  under  review. 

(a)  Anthrax  made  notifiable. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Amendment  Reg- 
ulations of  i960  medical  practitioners  are  required  from  1st  Dec- 
ember, I960,  to  notify  cases  of  anthrax  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  their  district.  This  is  additional  to  the  requirement 
under  the  Factories  Act,  1937?  that  cases  of  anthrax  contracted  in 
any  factory  must  be  notified  to  the  Chief  .Inspector  of  Factories. 


( b ) Stillbirths . 

From  1st  October,  i960,  doctors  and  midwives  certifying  still- 
births are  required  to  state  the  cause  of  death;  tho  object  being 
to  provide  a regular  series  of  statistics  on  the  causes  of  still- 
births which  should  help  in  the  study  of  perinatal  mortality. 


( c ) Me n t al  H ealtli_ A c t ^ _1_939 . 

The  main  provisions  came  into  effect  on  1st  November,  i960, 
and  although  these  do  not  come  within  the  functions  of  District 
Councils  their  significance  to  the  community  justify  mention,  as 
recognising  the  public’s  more  tolerant  attitude  to  mental  disorder 
and  the  increasing  need  to  care  for  the  mentally  ill  outside 
hospital  wherever  possible, 

( d )  Caravan  Sites  and  Control__of  Development  A 


This  brings  into  force  a new  licensing  system  for  caravans 
and  has  two  objects  :~ 

(i)  to  control  the  location  of  caravan  sites,  so  as  to  prevent 
them  from  starting  up  in  the  wrong  places,  whilst  allowing  them  to 
develop  in  suitable  places. 

(ii)  to  improve  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards  of 
layout,  equipment  and  maintenance. 

( e ) N o is e _ Ab a t e me n t Act,  I960 . 

Gives  new  powers  to  Local  Authorities  to  deal  with  noise  and 
vibration  nuisance.  It  also  enables  three  or  more  occupiers  of 
land  or  premises  who  are  aggrieved  by  a noise  or  vibration  nuisance 
to  make  a complaint  to  a magistrate. 

( f ) Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  i960,  (pocks.  Carriers  etc, ) 

These  prescribe  requirements  to  secure  the  hygienic  handling 
of  food  at  docks,  warehouses,  cold  stores  and  carriers  premises. 
They  follow  the  pattern  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
i960,  with  certain  adaptations, 

( g)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  i960 • 

These  consolidate  and  amend  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955- 
57  end  extend  the  regulations  to  food  businesses  carried  on  from 
home-going  ships  and  moored  vessels. 

(h)  Meat ( Staining  and  Sterilisation!  Regulations , i960 . 

These  require  all  butchers  meat  and  imported  meat  which  is 
unfit  for  human  consumption  to  be  sterilised  and  all  knacker  meat 
to  be  stained  or  sterilised.

These  consolidate  and  re-enact  with  amendments  previous  legis- 
lation regarding  specially  designated  milk.  In  future  dealers  licences 
v/ill  be  granted  by  the  Food  and  Drug  Authority  of  the  area  in  which 
the  premises  where  the  milk  is  being  pasteurised  are  situated. 

( j ) Radio-Active  Substances  Act,  I960 •

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  my  annual  report  for  the 

year  i960.  As  Mr.  G.  C.  Maslin  retired  on  31st  October  of  that 

year  it  is  only  right  to  record  that  the  department  and  its 

services  were  under  his  control  for  the  greater  part  of  the 

year,  my  duty  has  only  been  to  compile  the  report. 

The  various  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene  are  contained 
in  the  sections  of  the  report  and  I will  confine  this  intro- 
duction to  a few  brief  remarks.  The  general  and  wet  scavenging 
figures  are  to  31st  March,  1961,  the  end  of  the  financial  year. 

Several  new  Acts  of  Parliament  and  regulations  affecting 
public  health  work  came  into  force  and  these  were 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

The  Offices  Act,  i960. 

The  Pood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  i960. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  i960. 

The  Act  relating  to  caravans  completely  altered  the 
licensing  procedure  and  required  much  work  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  year.  The  standard  of  all  the  larger  sites  in  the  district 
has  been  raised  and  the  individual  caravans  have  a comprehensive 
set  of  conditions  covering  their  use.  The  main  drainage  scheme 
in  the  eastern  part  of  the  district  has  caused  a reduction  in 
the  number  of  bucket  closets  and  the  abolition  of  cesspools.  A 
comprehensive  survey  was  also  undertaken  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  to  determine  the  number  of  cesspools  in  the  district  both 
in  and  outside  the  sewered  areas. 

The  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained  each  week 
and  to  meet  the  growing  needs  an  additional  vehicle  has  been 
ordered.  An  analysis  of  the  existing  collection  routes  will  have 
to  be  made  during  the  current  year  to  provide  for  a new  route  in 
the  parishes  of  Hawley  and  Yateley. 

A report  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  on  the  existing  and  future  requirements  of 
the  district  for  slaughtering  facilities.  All  local  authorities 
were  required  to  make  this  report  with  a view  to  placing  the 
slaughterhouse  facilities  in  the  country  on  a firm  basis  for  the 
future.  All  meat  intended  for  human  consumption  from  the  slaught 
house  v/as  inspected. 

The  information  regarding  water  supply  has  been  provided  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company.

HOUSING 


In  August,  1955?  all  local  authorities  were  required  to 
inform  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of  the 
number  of  properties,  unfit  for  human  habitation,  which  would 
be  dealt  with  by  August,  I960.  In  this  district  a total  of  91 
premises  were  declared  unfit  and  that  all  of  them  would  be 
dealt  with  during  the  five  years.  In  fact  142  properties  were 
the  subject  of  statutory  action  and  a further  38  have  been 
classed  as  unfit.  Properties  will  continue  to  be  inspected 
and  each,  year  a certain  number  will  be  declared  as  Category  5 
and  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 

The  actual  properties  dealt  'with  this  year  numbered  11 
and  are  as  follows

This  is  especially  the  case  in  areas  where  the  public  sev/er  has 
been  laid  and  W.C.’s,  new  bathrooms  and  hot  water  systems  are 
being  provided. 

This  should  have  the  effect  of  preserving  many  properties 
which  would  gradually  have  become  unfit  if  this  substantial  work 
was  not  undertaken  at  the  present  time.  A number  of  unfit 
properties  are  being  restored  and  will  be  raised  to  existing 
housing  standards  during  the  current  year.

The  returns  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
shew  that  177  premises  were  improved  as  a result  of  negotiations 
with  the  property  owners. 


The  completion  of  the  Hawley  and  Yateley  Stage  II  main 
drainage  scheme  and  the  progress  of  Stage  III  and  Eversley  Stage  I 
will  result  in  the  majority  of  premises  in  this  part  of  the 
district  having  the  public  sewer  available  by  the  end  of  the 
current  year.  There  has  already  been  a substantial  reduction  in 
bucket  closets  and  satisfactory  progress  in  the  number  of 
cesspools  abolished  is  being  maintained# 


Samples  taken  from  independant  supplies  gave  the  following 
result 


The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  an  isolated  cottage  in 
Rothcrwick  and  is  caused  by  surface  water  pollution.  The  owner 
is  at  present  arranging  for  the  chlorination  of  this  supply,  and 
hopes  eventually  to  obtain  a main  water  supply. 

A mains  supply  of  water  has  now  been  made  available  by  the 
Stratf i elds aye  Estate  for  the  properties  in  the  Springwell  area 
of  Heckfield. 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company  has 
kindly  provided  the  following  information  :- 

’Water  was  supplied  to  the  whole  rural  district  by  the  Mid- 
Wessex  Water  Company  from  wells  in  the  chalk  at  their  works  at 
Greywell,  Itchel  and  Lasham. 

The  supply  was  continuously  laid  on  under  pressure  and  was 
satisfactory  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  The  water  was  softened 
at  the  sources  before  distribution  so  as  to  comply  with  the 
statutory  limitation  of  hardness  of  12°  Clark  and  chlorination  is 
applied  at  all  sources. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  and 
treated  waters  were  regularly  and  frequently  made  by  the  Company’s 
resident  chemists  and  bacteriologists  in  their  laboratory  and 
independent  examinations  were  also  made  by  an  independent 
laboratory.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  waters  do  not  have  any  plumb o -sol vent  action. 
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No  reliable  information  is  available  for  this  particular 
area  of  the  population  supplied,  "but  the  number  of  connections

This  Act  "became  law  and  replaced  the  licensing  procedure 
previously  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  It  is  now 
an  offence  to  station  a caravan  on  land  without  first  obtaining 
a site  licence  from  the  local  authority,  who  cannot  issue  such 
a licence  unless  planning  permission  has  been  given.  Once 
planning  consent  has  been  obtained  a licence  cannot  be  refused 
but  conditions  as  to  the  running  of  the  site  can  be  laid  do wn  and 
model  standards  have  been  issued  for  the  guidance  of  local 
authorities . 

The  majority  of  sites  in  this  district  consist  of  individual 
caravans  and  a set  standard  of  conditions  has  been  attached  to 
each  site  licence  issued. 

The  owners  of  the  larger  sites  were  interviewed  and 
discussions  were  held  at  the  various  sites  before  conditions 
were  attached  to  the  licences.  In  this  way  a higher  standard 
than  the  model  standard  has  been  obtained  with  subsequent 
benefits •

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Duo  to  the  closure  of  Blackbushe  Airport,  the  main 
restaurant  and  the  works  canteens  were  consequently  closed 
so  reducing  the  number  of  communal  feeding  establishments 

in  the  district. 


The  overall  improvement  of  the  standards  of  hygiene 
commenced  a few  years  ago  has  continued  and  the  trend 
towards  more  and  more  prewrapped  foodstuffs  is  still 
evident.  The  first  food  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice  were 
issued  during  the  year  concerning  meat  and  fish  retail 
sales  and  transport.  Copies  of  these  were  distributed  to 
all  butchers  and  fishmongers  in  the  district. 


One  new  cafe  was  opened  at  Heckfield  in  premises 
formerly  used  as  a public  house.  Pull  co-operation  was 
received  from  the  owner  down  to  such  details  as  individually 
prewrapped  sugar  cubes  being  used.

The  date  by  which  local  authorities  were  to  submit  their 
reports  on  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  in  their  area  to  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  2nd  November, 
I960. 


The  report  on  slaughtering  facilities  in  this  district  was 
submitted  on  25th  July,  i960,  after  consultations  with  the 
various  interested  parties.  The  report  classified  that  the 
only  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  would  not  comply  with  the 
new  slaughterhouse  regulations  but  as  the  result  of  representa- 
tions to  the  Ministry  this  was  subsequently  amended.  The 
operative  date  is  1st  October,  1961,  when  the  slaughterhouse 
will  comply  with  the  new  structural  and  hygienic  regulations.

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GENERAL  SCAVENGING. 


In  last  years  annual  report  a summary  of  this  service  w as 
given  for  the  past  25  years.  It  would,  therefore,  he  repetitive 
to  include  this  year  any  similar  remarks.  For  the  future  it  must 
he  appreciated  that  refuse  collection  will  continue  to  expand  and 
for  this  reason  an  additional  vehicle  has  heen  ordered.  During 
the  year  319  new  dwellings  were  occupied  and  the  extra  work  has 
heen  ahsorhed  hy  the  spare  lorry  which  is  now  committed  to  three 
days  a week  regular  collection.  Fortunately  with  the  reduction 
in  demand  on  the  wet  scavenging  service  no  additional  labour  was 
necessary  to  cope  with  this  increase.  A total  of  34>380  cubic 
yards  of  refuse  was  collected  an  increase  of  740  cubic  yards. 

The  new  estates  and  houses  increased  the  mileage  of  the  vehicles 
hy  2,277  miles  to  a total  of  37 >213  miles  travelled  during  the 
year. 


As  the  concentrated  development  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
district  continues  to  become  occupied  it  will  he  necessary  to 
absorb  the  collections  into  the  present  scheme.  The  additional 
vehicle  will  provide  the  opportunity  of  creating  a new  route  so 
that  the  service  will  operate  on  five  instead  of  four  collection 
routes.  This  new  route  will  probably  not  be  working  to  full 
capacity  until  all  the  proposed  development  has  taken  place, 
possibly  in  six  or  nine  months  time. 


The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  closing  of  the  original  12  acres 
of  land  at  Hazeley  Heath  used  for  controlled  tipping.  A new 
tipping  ground  was  fortunately  found  adjoining  this  area,  but 
only  about  half  the  size  and  this  is  now  in  use.  The  Council  is 
able  to  dispose  of  refuse  at  approximately  3/-  per  ton  and  this 
favourable  figure  is  due  to  having  the  disposal  site  so  con- 
veniently situated  and  the  very  reasonable  terms  on  which  it  is 
leased.  The  supply  of  covering  material  has  been  available  from 
contractors  carrying  out  road  improvement  works  in  the  district 
and  this  has  been  free  of  charge;  a considerable  saving. 


The  amount  of  salvage  has  increased  during  the  year  in 
volume  and  total  sales  reached  approximately  £3,610.  This  is 
£460  higher  than  the  previous  year  and  as  will  be  observed  from 
the  table  over  £1,000  more  than  in  1958  and  1959*  The  policy  of 
providing  trailers  to  all  the  refuse  vehicles  has  largely  con- 
tributed to  this  increase,  although  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
character  of  refuse  now  includes  far  more  paper  and  cartons  than 
in  preceding  years. 


The  refuse  collectors  participate  in  a bonus  scheme  for  the 
salvage  sold  by  the  Council  and  this  averaged  15/2d.  per  man  per 
week.  I am  sure  that  this  additional  payment  over  their  standard 
rate  of  pay  helps  to  retain  their  labour  and  has  been  the  main 
cause  in  preventing  any  difficulties  arising,  through  lack  of  staff.

The  demand  on  this  service  has  declined  at  much  the  same  rate 
as  in  the  previous  year  although  the  income  dropped  by  only  £164* 
The  provision  of  main  drainage  schemes  in  Yateley  and  Eversley 
will  further  this  reduction  and  it  should  be  possible  to  continue 
this  service  with  the  present  number  of  staff  and  vehicles.  The 
extremely  wet  year  of  I960  caused  no  undue  strain  on  this  service 
which  would  have  resulted  if  the  main  drainage  schemes  had  not 
been  operating  in  Blackwater  and  parts  of  Yateley.  Suitable 
facilities  have  been  made  available  for  the  disposal  of  the  cess- 
pool contents  either  through  the  sewer  or  disposal  works . Prior 
to  this  disposal  was  a constant  difficulty  but  under  the  present 
system  no  great  anxiety  was  caused.
